Terrible Storms 


Lincoln, Neb., March 24—One 
hundred are dead, twice as many 
more were injured, some fatally, by 
the death-dealing tornado which de- 
vastated Omaha and environs early 
last evening. It demoralized tele- 
graph and telephone service and cut 
off Omaha from communication with 
the outside world. Property damage 
will mount up into the hundreds of 
thousands, ; 

The tornado swept in from the 
southwest and zig-zagged tothe north- 
east over the residence portion of the 
city, leaving in its wake destruction 
and carnage from two to four blocks 
wide, Fire sprung up all over this 
area and added to the horror of the 
twister. Firemen were unable to 
respond to the numerous alarms, and 
many houses were allowed to burn to 
the ground. The police were unable 
to properly police the stricken dist- 
trict, and the soldiers from Fort 
Omaha were called out. The tornado 
zone soen was practically under mar- 
tial law. The villages of Benson, 
Dundee and Florence, suburbs of 
Omaha, were practically wiped out. 
Only the fact that a heavy rain fell for 
halfan hour after the tornado saved 
the mass of wreckage and many dead 
vodies being burned. 

ONTARIO SUFFERS 

Toronto, March 23—During the 
whole of Friday the province of On- 
turio’ was in the throes of the fiercest 
quinoxial gale that has visited this 
country in many years. From every 
city reports have been. received of 
damage done reaching in many cases 
to. thousands of dollars, though 
strangely enough very few persons 
were seriously injured. he chief

Why It Pays to 
Build Good 
Roads 


(By R. A. McFadden, Macleod, Alta., 
winner of the first prize in the good roads 
educational contest at the Dry Farming 
Congress. ) 

A good road should be regarded as an 
asset to every person living within the 
community through which it passes, and 
especially to farmers whose property is 
saved by such road. A farm may be 
ever so efficient from the standpoint of 
buildings, cultivators, ete., but if diffi- 

jcult of access to and from the outside 
world, its value is greatly impaired. 

Among reasons may be mentioned, 

‘first, the reduction in the cost of hauling 

products and necessities to and from the 
\farm.+ The cost of transportation with 
the farmer, as with the railway com- 
panies, depends upon the scale upon 
which it is conducted. Thus it costs but 
little more for one man and horses to 
draw two or three tons than for the 
same equipment to draw one ton, pro- 
viding the state of the road is such as to 
permit, and this in the aggregate pro- 
vides an economy scarcely to be esti- 
mated to the country at large, especially 
where distances from town are frequently 
great.

It is true, as one 
author has said, that ‘‘No one can read 
a good and interesting book for an hour 
without !eing the better and happier for 
it; not merely for the moment, but the 
memory remains with us, stores of bright 
and happy. thoughts which we can call 
up when we will.’’
